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HISTORICAL SKETCH 


Tur following historical sketch of the Diocese was read 
before the Clericus of Los Angeles in November, 1910; and the 
Clericus deemed it of sufficient value, to appoint a committee to 
secure it in printed form for general circulation throughout the 
Diocese. It was soon in demand for its historical information 
in several parochial addresses by the clergy and laity. 

The paper was, subsequently, thoroughly revised, including 
the Appendices attached, and, upon the recommendation of the 
Clericus Committee, five hundred copies were ordered printed by 
the Diocesan Convention of May, 1911. : 

Before going to the printer, the paper has been passed under 
review by the Bishop, Dean and Canon of the Pro-Cathedral, 
by the Diocesan Archdeacon, one of the Bishop’s Examining 
Chaplains, and, also, a past member of the Board of Missions. :

PREFACE 


Soon after my election as Registrar at the Primary Conven- 
tion, from hints which I had received from Bishop Nichols, I 
found myself collecting the Sprit of Wissions upon which I had 
never before placed much value. In fact, I had left behind what 
had been received with my other books upon coming to Cali- 
fornia; and when, later on, a complete file of them for seventy- 
four years had been secured, I felt as if I had a mine of mission- 

_ ary information that should be “‘worked’’ by some of our own 
people. ‘The story of Church missions, covering so many years 
and told in a series of papers or addresses by men and women of 
our own Diocese to our various parishes and missions, ought to 
be an entertaining one to many, and of first-class interest to the 
members of the Church in the Diocese. 


As the time goes on, the impression deepens and the feeling 
is intensified. Why not draw on this history by our own forces 
as well as callin so much outside talent from bishops and lec- 
turers far off? We have men and women of our own Diocese 
who are the equals of the best talkers on missions, and these 
could delve into these inexhaustible mines of most valuable 
information, much of whick is about Church missions right at 
home in the Diocese of Los Angeles. And then, somehow, I 
cannot tell just why, I was moved to make the Diocesan Chart, 
_drawn from the Journals of the Diocese of California, 1865 to 
1896, which I little conceived would become so early a statistical 
reference in Diocesan matters. 

Our people, young and old, ought to be more familiar with 
the history of their own Diocese. It has already grown in value 
and is being further enlarged day by day. Somebody should 
preserve it in an attractive and permanent form. The Diocese 
should have an official historiographer. 

This impression grew upon me after I had answered a dozen 
and more inquiries for the Bishop in July, 1910, for the*henefit 
of the Church Missions House, New York. 
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A few days later the Bishop handed me another message, 
remarking, ‘‘Here is something for you.’’ It proved to be the 
appointment by him to revise the history of the Diocese for a 
revised edition of a Church Cyclopedia, published in 1888, and 
soon to appear in a new form. As we had had no place as a Dio- 
cese in the original Church Cyclopedia, not having come into the 
world so early, it meant a history at first hand. After diligent 
search for a whole month and making good use of the material 
prepared for the Church Missions House, New York, I sent to. 
the revising editor a.paper of four or more thousand words. He 
promptly returned it, asking that it be cut down to fifteen hun- 
dred words—an apparent impossibility. However, the matter 
was satisfactorily arranged; and as the editor, while regretting 
that he had not room for the whole, had sent me a very compli- 
mentary note upon the value to the Diocese of every item, I 
have recast the unabridged document and included matters not 
previously embodied. 

Thus much as to how this paper came to be written, at the 
same time acknowledging much pleasure in its preparation, for 
the personal information gained. 


INTRODUCTION 


EVERYONE is supposed to be familiar with Sir Francis 
Drake’s tour of discovery and with his Chaplain Francis 
Fletcher’s account of the service held on St. John the Baptist’s 
Day, A.D. 1519, on the shore of Drake’s Bay; the first in the 
English language on the Pacific Coast, and the first one also of 
our Book of Common Prayer within this country. According to 
Bishop Nichols, this service included our prayer for the Indians 
and as first offered on this coast. 


You are all, probably, in possession of the Prayer Book Cross 
presented to the Golden Gate Park, January 1, 1894, as a memo- 
rial of that’ service of 332 years ago. 


During the 250 years following, little of our Church history 
was made on the Pacific Coast between San Diego on the South, 
and Victoria, British Columbia, on the North—a stretch of 1,350 
miles. The annexation to the United States of a large slice of 
Mexican territory August 15, 1848, brought about the exodus 
from the East of 80,000 people to this State, including the 
notable ‘‘Forty-Niners,’’ in search of gold. Among them were 
Churchmen who had not left all their religion and love for the 
Church behind them. ‘Those in the City of San Francisco and 
adjacent parts set about planting the Church among them. In 
July, 1850, we find them convened in Trinity Church, San Fran- 
cisco, for the express purpose of organizing a Diocese to be 
called the Diocese of California. "The Rev. Dr. Ver Merhr was 
the preacher and the Rev. Flavel L. Mines, the moderator. Trinity 
and Grace Churches of San Francisco turned out to be:the only 
parishes included in the proposal for the Diocese of California. 
The record of the Rev. W. L. Githens read as follows: “‘It is a 
fact in history that the early founders of the Church on this coast 
- had no idea of uniting with the General Church at the East. 
There is no recognition of it in any of their proceedings. ‘They 
ignored the name ‘Protestant Episcopal,’ and called their 
organization ‘The Church in California.’ But knowing that 
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while in this position no bishop would be consecrated for'them, 
the question was discussed of attempting to procure the episco- 
pate from the Greek Church. Abandoning this idea, the Con- 
vention elected as their Bishop, the Rt. Rev. Horatio Southgate, 
who having been consecrated to a foreign mission, had lately 
returned.’’* 

But Bishop Southgate declined the invitation. 

Three years passed away without anything further being 
attempted at an independent organization. But the General 
Convention, sitting in New York City in October, 1853, con- 
sidered the claims of the Church on the Pacific Coast, and, wisely 
ignoring the wild schemes of previous years of what had been 
the acts of only a minority among the Churchmen at San Fran- 
cisco, the House of Bishops selected the Rev. William Ingraham 
Kip, D.D., rector of St. Paul’s Church, Albany, N. Y., to be 
the Bishop of the Missionary Jurisdiction of California. The 
Rev. Dr. Kip accepted the nomination and was consecrated on 
SS. Simon and Jude’s Day, close at hand. After spending 
fifty odd days in preparation, meeting previous engagements and 
bidding farewell to his old devoted parishioners and other numer- 
ous friends, the new bishop set sail from New York City, Decem- 
ber 20, 1853, for his new field of labor, landing at San Francisco, 
January 29, 1854. It was a journey of forty days’ duration that 
had been full of trying experiences, particularly in the passage 
of the Isthmus of Panama. The Bishop has told us of this in his 
Early Days of My Episcopate, clearly showing it to have been 
a journey verily attended by all manner of “ perils,’’ as had been 
those of St. Paul (II Cor. xi: 26), of whom he was to become a 
worthy successor in the apostolate 1700 years later. But it is 
time to begin the history of which this has been prepared by 
way of an introduction. 


*Nork. Bishgp Southgate had been consecrated October 26, 1844, as 
Bishop of Constantinople. He resigned in 1850; died April 12, 1894. 
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the eight lower counties of California, viz.: Santa Bar- 
us bara, Ventura, Los Angeles, San Bernardino, Riverside, 
Orange, San Diego and Imperial (until quite recently a part of 
San Diego). Total square miles, 45,000. 

You will at once see that we have a large ‘‘real estate’’ 
equal to 26 Rhode Islands in “‘’Terra Firma,’’ 9 Connecticuts, 5% 
Massachusetts, or nine-tenths of England, with her thirty-three 
millions of population. Thirty years ago its population (64,321) 
was only 7% per cent. of the State. Today it has 751,310, or 
34 per cent. of the State. Its chief city, Los Angeles, by recent 
annexations, includes the late beautiful suburb, Hollywood, and 
also the town of San Pedro, whose harbor bids fair at no distant 
date to rival that of San Francisco in commerce. 

The earliest official knowledge we have of the Church in this 
territory is found in the address of Bishop Kip to the Second 
Triennial Convention of California, May 3, 1854. It was his 
_ first convention address after his arrival in his diocese. As just 
indicated, he had been consecrated October 28, 1853, and he was 
on his way to San Francisco and his ship was anchored off San 
‘Diego. In his own words, “‘On Friday, January 20, 1854, after 
the disaster which befell the steamer Golden Gate, I landed at 
San Diego at the southern end of the State. Being invited next 
day to officiate on Sunday in the court house of the town, I was 
happy to avail myself of the opportunity and thus performed my 
first service in the Diocese, January 22, 1854. . . There was no 
opportunity of giving much notice, and service was not expected 
—yet there were about fifty persons present, including several of 
the army officers and their families. We returned thanks for 
our late escape from ‘the perils of the sea,’ and by a singular 
coincidence, the Psalm for this morning— 22d day of the month 
—contained the description so applicable to our late situation, 


wa HE Diocese of Los Angeles embraces within its territory 
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‘They that go down to the sea in ships, etc.’ (Ps. evii: 23-30).”’ 
Early Days of My Episcopate, pp- 62-63. 

‘The Rev. John Reynolds, Chaplain in the United States 
Army, whose post is at the Mission of San Diego, six miles 
distant, is accustomed to come to the town of San Diego in the 
afternoon and hold service at the same place. 

‘The American population is small, though some of them 
show considerable interest in having the Church regularly estab- 
lished among them. As the place increases, this will be more 
practicable; but to render it effectual, a settled missionary will 
be necessary who can officiate on Sunday mornings, at which 
time the duties of Mr. Reynolds at the post prevent his being 
present. Chaplain Reynolds’ name is on the official clergy list 
of California for 1854. On the 24th I read the Burial Service 
over one of our fellow passengers from the Golden Gate. . . He 
was from Pennsylvania, and had come the second time to make 
arrangements for bringing his family for a permanent residence 
in California, but had died in the village from the Isthmus fever. 
Some distance from the town is an enclosure set apart for the 
interment of foreigners, and thither towards evening, about a 
dozen of his late comrades carried him, when I read the service 
which committed his body ‘earth to earth.’’’ Early Days of My 
Episcopate, pp. 65-66. 

In one of the early numbers of the Church Messenger of 1898, 
we are told that Bishop Kip was consecrated in October, 1853, 
and in another number it is stated that the Bishop and family 
sailed for California in March of the same year, z.e., antedating 
his election by seven months, and by some days more, his con- 
secration! In another issue, that Bishop Kip’s first service in 
California was the burial at San Diego, January 20, 1854, of some 
passengers who had died at sea. The Bishop says one and on 
January 24,1854. The Church Messenger tells us that on January 
18, 1854, ‘‘All the passengers of the wrecked steamer Golden 
Gate landed at San Diego.’’ Perhaps they did. ‘The Bishop 
says he landed on January 20, 1854. : 

The Church Messenger has a Sunday service for the Bishop 
on Friday for 1854. The Bishop puts the service on Sunday, 
January 22, 1854. 
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We prefer to rely on the official record of this successor of 
the Apostles for this part of our history. : 

The next we find is a reported visit of the Bishop to Los 
Angeles, via San Pedro, October 4, 1855: ‘‘San Pedro is 420 
miles from San Francisco. After landing and an unsavory break-

. fast at one of the three adobe houses on the bank, a wagon was 
produced to which four half-broken California horses were har- 
nessed. ‘he men hung on to their heads, swaying about, and 
at times raised themselves off their feet as the animals struggled, 
and at last we dashed away at full speed. The driver occasionally 
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looked in to ask us, on which side we wished to fall when upset. 
This seemed to be his standing joke! ; 

‘The plains were covered with thousands of cattle and 
horses. In twenty-five miles of our journey there were but two 
or three shanties erected by squatters who were raising cattle, 
and not a fence in sight except the corrals about them. We 
reached Los Angeles in about two hours and a half, having 
changed horses once on the way. 

‘“As we approached the town from the treeless sterility of 
the plains, we found ourselves winding through the midst of 
vineyards and gardens, and on all sides saw workmen engaged in 
the manufacture of wine. 

‘‘October 5. Los Angeles has all the characteristics of an 
old Spanish town. It contains about five thousand inhabitants, 
two thousand of whom may be Americans or English. . The 
houses are almost invariably one story high—a style of building 
which an occasional earthquake has rendered advisable. All 
around it is a perfect garden, luxuriant with every kind of fruit. 
We visited one vineyard which, besides a profusion of other 
fruits, contained fifty thousand vines of a large blue grape. 


‘Saturday, October 6. Availing ourselves of this day to 
see some of the surrounding country, we drove out about eleven 
miles to San Gabriel Mission. It stands in a most lovely country, 
but, like all the others I have visited, is in a state of decay. 


‘Around the mission is a country unsurpassed for fertility. 
It is well irrigated by little streams from the mountains, that 
have been led through the fields by the labor of the Padres. The 
only settlers, however, are the lowest class of Spanish-Californians 
or Indians, whose little huts are scattered about, among which 
the children were running in a state of entire nudity. 


‘‘ About a mile is a rich tract of wooded country called the 
Monte, and celebrated for the luxuriance of its crops. It is 
peopled by a wild class of settlers from our Western States, whose 
only religious instruction is derived from an occasional Methodist 
camp-meeting. On our way home we stopped at the vineyard | 
of a gentleman, the Hon. Mr. Wilson, who is one of those most 
interested, in Los Angeles, in the establishment of the Church. 
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“Sunday, October 7. Until within the last ‘six months, 
there had been no religious service of any kind in Los Angeles, 
except that of the Romish Church. As the preaching there was 
in Spanish, the Americans never went to it, and were without 
anything to mark the coming of Sunday. { 

“At that time the Presbyterians sent a minister here who 
officiated in one of the public court-rooms, while the Methodists 
erected a small building and commenced their services. The 
latter place had been offered to us for our services on this day. 
We had service morning and evening—the first time our solemn 
liturgy was ever heard in this section of the country. At the 
morning service there were about eighty present, and a much 
larger number in the evening. The next day, October 8, just 
before leaving the place, I baptized the four children of a gentle- 
mau, whose family at the East had been attached to the Church 
—the first baptism by the Church. I found several families in 
this place, whom I sought out and visited. They are literally 
‘Christ’s dispersed abroad in this naughty world.’ I had an 
opportunity of conferring with a number of the inhabitants. They 
told me the persons present had been impressed with the dignity 
and solemnity of our service—that neither Presbyterianism nor 
Methodism could exert any influence on this population—but 
they had no doubt the Church could be established under very 
favorable circumstances. ‘They wanted something which did not 
preach Nebraska or Kansas, slavery or anti-slavery, and that was 
not identified with any of the ‘isms of the day.’ This work, 
however, calls for a man of zeal and energy, with considerable 
ability as a preacher and knowledge of the world as well.’? (And 
much more to the same effect.) Early Days of My Episcopate, 
pp. 208-212. 

But, in the Fifteenth Annual Journal of California, 1865, 
ten years later, the Bishop reported that he had received, May 
1, 1865, the Rev. Elias Birdsall from the Diocese of Indiana, that 
‘he had given his consent May 3, 1865, to the organization of St. 
Athanasius’ Church, Los Angeles, and had reported the same as 
a parish of the Protestant Episcopal Church in the Diocese; and, 
also, upon the same date, he had given Mr. Birdsall permission 
to accept the rectorship of St. Athanasius’, Los Angeles. 
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In other parts of the same Journal, the Diocesan Missions 
Committee (no date except the year 1865) appropriated $300.00 
from their fund toward the support of Mr. Birdsall as missionary 
at Los Angeles, and at other points accessible from that center. 
Mr. Birdsall’s name appears on the canonical list of priests, 
giving the officers of the parish, “Vestry for 1865, the Rev. 
Elias Birdsall, President; J. M. Clarke, Senior Warden; H. F., 
Dibbles, Junior Warden; E. S. Briggs, Clerk; J. M. Griffith, 
Treasurer; Messrs. A. R. Conway, J. Hernfield, T’. Wollwebber 
and R.’T.. Hays. Number of communicants, 10; baptisms, 7 
infants; funerals, 2; Sunday-school teachers, 6, male 2, female 
4; scholars, 55, male 21, female 34; Sunday-school library, 
125 volumes. Communion alms, $28; current expenses, $139; 
grand total, $167.00.’’ Also, ‘That Church services were begun 
by him in Los Angeles on Christmas Day, 1864, and were kept 
up with increasing interest every Sunday morning.’’ He adds: 
‘“We have the whole Protestafit interest of the place in our own 
parish. We have an established and prosperous parish. In 
addition, I have officiated regularly at El Monte on alternate 
Sunday afternoons to very encouraging congregations. I have, 
also, officiated a number of times at Wilmington and once at 
San Bernardino. There is a wide field here that is almost neg- 
lected, and one from which the Church, now, if she would 
furnish the laborers, might reap an abundant harvest. Steam- 
boat fare, San Francisco to San Pedro (only), $45.00.’’ | 

On Monday, February 19, 1866, the Bishop again landed at 
San Pedro and took another trip to Los Angeles via stage (stage 
fare not given, probably more than by electric railway today), 
and’ he reported to the Convention the following May 3d, that 
he had held service on three Sundays and confirmed one candi- 
date February 25, the first one here, and, of course, the first in 
this territory; that March 11 he confirmed three more, the Rev. 
Mr. Birdsall taking the services; that Mr. Birdsall had been here 
eighteen months, and was the only settled minister except the 
Roman priest. Also that a brick church edifice, built by sub- 
scriptions of all denominations, had, with the lot 120x160 feet, 
been conveyed by the trustees to the Church, and that it could be 
altered to a convenient place for worship for our congregation. - 
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' There are two pictures, in the Bishop’s ante-room, of this 
church building; one of which has, on its margin, ‘‘ Erected 
1864, Rev. Messenger, Minister,’’ and the other represents its 
inside decorated for some Easter celebration, the year not given. 

The certificate of incorporation of St. Athanasius’ Parish, 
discovered awhile ago dangerously near the furnace of the Cathe- 
dral, we have had framed and hung in the same room. Perhaps 
I should add that the vestry of some year since must have lost

their heads to have allowed such a valuable document to get so 
near the fire! But the spelling of the old Saint’s name ‘‘Anatha- 
sius’’ is a souvenir, of itself, of the intelligence of the officer 
issuing the precious document! 

The Journal for the year contains the usual statistics from 
the rector, including the first confirmations in Los Angeles, and 
also of the existence of the church building which had been 
‘named ‘‘St. Athanasius.’’ 
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The reports of this memorable year are but samples of what 
occurred for the next twenty-nine years following, in the growth 
of this feeble representative of the Church in these parts, under 
the loving nurture of the wise Bishop Kip, and for the last 
five of them in the able help as assistant of the present Bishop of 
California, including the financial aid of their generous Board of 
Missions. But their See City was 475 miles distant from Los 
Angeles by either stage. steamboat or railway, and 125 miles 
more from San Diego. 

The story of wonderful growth was told in the Journals year 
by year, of the noble sacrifice of the people and of the fidelity of © 
priests; of the healthy development notwithstanding the distance 
from the See City and other discouraging circumstances; how 
parish after parish and mission after mission sprang up as time 
went on; how buildings were erected, and how a thousand other 
incidents of Church growth presented themselves. One must 
read carefully the narratives to fully appreciate their true value 
and nature. A few selections from Bishop Kip’s early experi- 
ences must be illustrative of what was more or less true of his 
clergy and laity in their efforts to plant and to sustain the Church. 
in this portion of the State. 

We have already referred to the “' perils’’ of the Bishop while 
crossing the Isthmus of Panama. But perils of a different sort 
were not wanting in his visitations to this portion of his great 
jurisdiction. As early as October, 1855, he tells us of urgent 
requests from Americans at Los Angeles to pay them a visit. 
One Captain Gardiner, of Fort Tejon, offered, as traveling was 
unsafe, to send him an escort of dragoons to Los Angeles, to 
accompany him on his return. In another place, “I have been 
prevented for a whole year from visiting the southern part of the 
State, as it is infested by the worst classes of whites and Mexicans 
who often rob parties and render it unsafe to travel, except in: 
parties thoroughly armed. ‘The country north of Los Angeles is 
infested with outlaws whose trade is robbery and who shoot 
down, or lariat a traveler, to get his horse. Our night camps

are liable to be infested by grizzly bears, of perhaps 1,600 pounds pounds 


weight, which are more dangerous than African lions. One 
man was saved from a grizzly by beating his lunch box with his 
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ramrod, the clatter of which puzzled the bear, while he made 
good his escape.

‘* Another danger came of a quite different character where 
we had for nearby campers a reckless, wild and quarrelsome class 
of Mormons, who made our night hideous with their ribaldry, 
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on their way to San Bernardino: But thanks to a kind Provi- 
dence, we reached our destination without a single accident or 
sight or visit of an outlaw or grizzly. 

‘‘Once descending a gulch, the harness broke, the mules 
whirled around, but we were saved from overturning by the snap- 
ping of the pole. 

“‘Our landings on the Pacific were ditnour feats, while run- 
ning the gauntlet of heavy surfs, at Santa Barbara and other parts 
without piers or harbors. ‘The story of the wreck of the Golden 
Gate was kept fresh in the minds of sailors, who looked upon 
clergymen rather suspiciously, as Jonahs, while passing up and 
down the coast. Clerical pacificators of duelists were liable to 
arrest by civil magistrates. The water was scarce and the moun- 
tain rills were often far apart. A large party of us slept in a 
room forty feet long, with only one bed for six in a corner and 
the bare floor for the rest. With us the contest is a hard one, 
as we strive, in this unsettled state of society, to inculcate a regard 
for things which are ‘unseen and eternal’ in a people given up to 
the greed of gold. We hope our successors will find in these and 
other facts something of what it cost to plant the Church in this 
region. ‘When they are worshiping in splendid buildings and 
are members of powerful parishes, living over our dust and 
inheriting the fruits of our labors, we pray them worthily to 
wage this warfare till they resign to others their weapons and 
join us in the land of spirits.’’ Karly Days of My Episcopate, 
pp. 208-262. 

But the time had come for another Diocese to be egected 
within the bounds of the old one and the courage of the people 
was equal to the task. ‘The demand, as well as the material for 
such a Diocese, was evidenced in the following statistics: 

The one priest had swelled in number to 40, with 4 deacons 
and 2 candidates for orders listed; the 1 parish to 14; and with 
26 organized missions and 5 unorganized missions, the 10 com- 
municants had reached 3,020; the 7 baptisms, 249; and the 2 
burials, 208, for the current year. The 1 Sunday-school to 27; 
the 6 teachers to 180; the 55 scholars to 1404. ‘The communion 
alms of $28 to $1266.69; and the grand total of 30 years ago 
($167), to a grand total of $64, 548.30, including salaries, Disabled 
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Clergy Fund, Diocesan Missions and General Missions, Widows 
and Orphans, and other objects. ‘The value of churches, rectories 
and lands was reported at $172,225 and other property $175.21. 

It was certainly time to do more than was possible under 
existing circumstances, especially with Episcopal oversight of so

limited a character, and the results most certainly justified their 
action; fer on December 3, 1895, in St. Paul’s Church, Los 
Angeles (having changed its name from St. Athanasius in 1883), 
the Mother Diocese consenting and the General Convention hav- 


ing ratified the same, these forty priests and the requisite num- 
A 
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ber of lay-delegates from the parishes'and missions, and also with 
. Bishop Nichols, of California, as Provisional Bishop, Presiding 
officer, proceeded to elect: as Secretary, the Rev. M.'C. Dotten, 
Ph.D.; ‘Treasurer, George Parsons; Registrar, the Rev. Hender- 
son Judd; Standing Committee, the Revs. A. G. L. Trew, D.D., 
H. B. Restarick, B. W. R. Tayler, Wyllys Hall, D.D., and 
Messrs. J. F! Towell, J. A. Anderson, ‘IT’. S. Winder and Daniel 

Cleveland; Board of Missions, the Provisional Bishop, the Revs. 
John Gray, Wm. Burrows, J. D. Easter, D.D., J. D. H. Browne, 
and Messrs. J. Bakewell Phillips, J. KE. Cowles, M.D., Charles 
T. Hinde and George Parsons. Eleven other committees were 
chosen whose names and members appear in the Primary Journal 
of that date. And before closing, the election of a Bishop was 
held, resulting in the choice of: the Rev. Joseph Horsfall John- 
son, D.D., rector of Christ Church, Detroit, Mich., by the con- 
current vote of the first ballot, which was immediately made 
unanimous. Fea 

The Bishop-elect was consecrated on the following Festival 
of St. Matthias, 1896, and was, very soon after, in his Diocese, 
where, March 21, his first special act was the appointment of an 
Examining Chaplain, A. G. L. Trew, D.D. The next day, 
March 22, Fifth Sunday in Lent, he celebrated his first Holy 
Communion and proaghee his initial sermon in St. Paul’s Church, 
Los Angeles. 

He very soon found his eee and laity quite ready to co- 
operate with him in the extension of the Church in the new 
Diocese. Every man, woman and child seemed full of inspira- 
tion for work in having their own Father in God close at hand, 
and to whom they might ‘go for counsel and from whom they 
might receive Apostolic blessings. 

At the end of fifteen years marvelous results present them- 
selves on every hand. On the spot where the first Episcopal 
service had been held on this coast so early in the year 1854, the 
city of San Diego stands with a population of 50,000, with its 
two parishes and one mission. Inside of the county of which it 
is the seat, are two other parishes and six missions. Among 
others elsewhere is a mission planted and bearing fruit at the 
farthest point inside the borders, 310 miles away from the. See

City, The Needles. Two others are 217 miles distant. The 
missions already established have prospered. Vacant places 
have been occupied. The Journal of 1911 reported that (May 1) 
there were 32 parishes, 39 organized missions and 5 unorganized 
missions; total, 76. Of the unorganized is one of the colored 
people, numbering 47 souls, 39 baptized persons, 36 confirmed 


persons, 36 communicants, 3 Sunday-school teachers and 39 
scholars.

Another one is of Japanese, with 17 baptized persons, 10 con- 
firmed persons, 10 communicants, 5 associate members, one lay- 
reader of their own nationality and one candidate for Holy Orders, 
who is already at Berkeley Divinity School, Middletown, Conn. 
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Canonical clergy, 85; candidates for Holy Orders, 5; postu- 
lants, 1; lay-readers canonically licensed, 34; and deaconesses, +. 
Families, 4,431; souls, 16,566; baptized persons, 14,805; con- 
firmed persons, 9,576; communicants, 7,571. Sunday-school 
officers, 118; teachers. including Bible classes, 426; scholars, 
including Bible classes, 4,156. 

During the previous twelve months there had been: Con- 
firmees, 551; marriages, 429; burials, 532; missions organized, 3, 
and admitted, 1; parishes organized, 3. 

Total monies distributed $221,126.25. ‘otal church prop- 
erty, including church buildings, rectories, furniture and fix- 
tures, land values, other property, and cash on hand, $1,389,- 
594.53. 


CuurcH INstirurTions. ‘The City Missions, the Church 
Extension Society, the Diocesan Woman’s Auxiliary, Parochial 
Woman’s Auxiliary and Junior Auxiliaries, in nearly every 
parish and mission of the Diocese; several parochial organiza- 
tions of the Daughters of the King; a Girl’s Friendly Society ; 
a St, Andrew’s Brotherhood in many of the parishes and missions; 
one Deaconess Training School; one Day and one Boarding 
School for Girls; a Boy’s School is contemplated in the near 
future; the Hospital of the Good Samaritan under the auspices 
of the Church. I should not fail to include the Los Angeles 
Clericus, organized in 1893, and second to no Clericus of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church of the United States of -America. 
Nor last but not least, the flourishing Los Angeles Clerica, only 
five years old, and having several attractive Daughters, who 
might furnish excellent helpmeets for our celibate priests. 


The Diocesan Library has nearly 900 volumes. The Dio- 
cesan Registry contains among its other valuables, a complete 
file of the Sfzrzt of Missions for 75 years. Also 2,890 Journals. 
of the various Dioceses of the Church in the United States, 
including 18 complete Diocesan files and 24 others nearly ‘com- 
plete, practically 42. Several are of very early date, notably 
Connecticut, and Massachusetts lacks only 9 to complete its life 
of 126 years. 
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OF THE SEE CITY ITSELF, a few words should be said. Los 
Angeles has had, in some respects, a remarkable history, and at 
times a rather unsayory character. 





Sr. Paul’s CHURCH, 1883 


Charles D. Willard, in his history of Los Angeles, 1901, 
tells us that in 1827 a strong effort was made to change the name, 
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beautiful as it is to us, to Victoria. Among, the restless ones 
were Americans who insisted upen dropping the Los? sand 
calling the town simply ‘‘ Angeles.’ 

But as there were plenty of Victorias on tie broad continent, 
all proposals for change of name got pigeon-holed, and there has 
been, and still is, only one Los Angeles in the United States. 

He tells us on another page that “‘Don Cosme’’ Pena, 
prefect under.the; Mexican Governor Alvarado, had so much 
trouble with the. unsavory and pesky citizens, that, in his official 
reports to his superior, he was accustomed to write the name 
‘Los Diabolos.’’ And in still another connection, Mr. Willard 
tells us that ‘‘undoubtedly Los Angeles was the toughest town | 
in the entire country from 1850 to 1870.’’ ' Since the latter date, 
great improvements -have come about, morally and physically; 
while there is. yet abundant need of political, intellectual and ~ 
moral scavengers to make it an ideal city. It draws the better 
classes of society from all over our vast country and from every 
foreign land, but it, also, continues to be the dumping ground 
of the worst of characters from everywhere. 

‘We are proud to have our Bishop for captain and our Chap- 
lain Hubbard, his first lieutenant of the commission, engaged in 
abating the divorce plague and the nastiness and stench of wife- 
trading. We have wondered whether Bishop Johnson, if he had 
known as much of our city as he does now, had not hesitated 
longer in selecting his ““headquarters,’’ and we now admire the 
wisdom of his decision. For, soon after reaching his Diocese, 
Bishop Johnson chose Los Angeles as his See City and later on. 
St. Paul’s Parish Church as his Pro-Cathedral. There were. 
three other parishes and one mission within the city limits, and 
with a total membership of 1,327. Today there are ten parishes, 
five organized missions and five unorganized. Whole number 
of communicants, 3,391, or 45 per cent. of the whole Diocese. ' 
Church buildings, fifteen years ago, 5; today, 17. Reported 
value of church property in the city, $555,625, or 40 per cent. of 
the whole Diocese. 

The Roman Church, with her Pious Fund, has been able to 
erect magnificent and attractive places for worship. We, poor 
from the first, have been ‘‘rich in faith’’ and strong in purpose, 
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‘ 


and have sanctuaries of which. we need not: be ashamed. -Give 
us a generous Pious Fund with an annual income of $50,000.00, 


and you would be amazed at what we, too, would ecrenelials 
along that line! 





St. Pautl’s CHURCH OF TODAY 


The population of the See City is ‘“‘cosmopolitan,’’ if ever 
there was such a thing, as there are no less than forty nationalities 
represented here whose several names commence with no less than 
seventeen letters of the alphabet. Few of the denominational 


names are lacking, and with from one to twenty organizations 
of each. 
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The Ritual of the Pro-Cathedral was in due time “‘Estab- 
lished’’. and conforms closely to the Prayer Book, with Holy 
Communion on all Sundays and Holy Days at 7:30 a. m., and 
with Eucharistic Vestments and Altar Lights; and at 10:00 a. m. 
on Holy Days, and at 11:00 a.m. on the first Sunday of each 
month, with the ordinary Vestments but with no Altar Lights. 

A large vested choir of men and boys, headed by a Pro- 
cessional Cross, leads the music. 

A beautiful memorial Pastoral Staff, presented to the Bishop 
and carried by his Chaplain, is used on all distinctly official and 
‘Diocesan occasions. 

The Pro-Cathedral Clergy are the Bishop, his Chaplain, the 
Dean, Honorary Canons and the Rector’s Assistants. 

The Ritual being ‘‘Established,’’ no one, being a regular 
attendant whatever his Churchmanship, ever comes to the ser- 
vices in fear of being disturbed by some unexpected or extrava- 
gant Ritualism, or cruel mangling of the Established Order, by 
erratic priestly supplies or exchanges. ‘The services are uniformly 
noble and of an edifying character, and the number of regular 
communicants is surprisingly large to visiting priests and laymen. 


MATTERS WORTHY OF SPECIAL MENTION ARE: 

THAT the city of 5,000 of 1855, within forty-one years, 
grew to 80,202, and within fourteen years more reached 325,000, 
or more accurately 319,198. 


‘THAT the original St. Athanasius of brick stood on the 
corner of Temple (then nick-named ‘‘Salvation Street’’) and New 
High Streets, the northeast corner of the County Court House 
block. It is to be hoped that one or more of its brick may be 
secured to enter into the walls of the future Cathedral. 


Tuar a second St. Athanasius’ Parish was organized in 1899 
within the city to perpetuate the memory of the grand old Saint 
of Alexandria, who died 373 A.D., after forty-seven years royal 
battle with Arianism, and also to keep fresh in mind the fact 
that the first parish of the Diocese and city bore the distinguished 
name of St. Athanasius. 


THAT in 1865 the rector of St. Athanasius’ Church, Los 
Angeles, reported that “‘we have the whole Protestant interest 
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of the place in our own parish.’’ Would it be out of place to 


* inquire why we do not have the same ecclesiastical conditions at 
the end of forty-six years? 


THAT nineteen days previous to that convention in which 
Mr. Birdsall made the announcement, Abraham Lincoln had 
been assassinated, and, before adjournment, very strong resolu- 
tions were unanimously passed expressive of the dreadful calamity 
that had befallen the whole country, North and South! 


THAT a plot of the city parishes and missions, with their 
division lines as turned over by the Provisional Bishop, 1895, 
hangs in the ante-room of the Bishop. 


THAT upon the questions of Ritual, Divorce and an ‘Open 
Pulpit,’’ Bishop Kip struck the keynote of the Church upon the 
Pacific Coast, fifty years ago, in his annual address to his con- 
vention, the reading of which is commended to all who are in 
any doubt upon these vital ecclesiastical questions. 


THAT we find the young Diocese, at the outset, led on by 
its Bishop, daring to do things “‘lawful,’’ “‘expedient’’ and 
super-canonical which orientals of the American Church seem. 
yet loth to undertake. 


THaT at the end of fifteen years of its existence no less than 
ten deacons and eighteen priests have been ordained by its 
Bishop, and eighteen corner-stones have been laid and sixteen 
churches have been consecrated. And, also, numerous rectories, 
parish houses and halls have been built. 

“Tat the only mission of the Church to deaf-mutes on the 
Pacific Coast, so far, was started,in 1889 by the Rev. Elias Bird- 
sall, D.D:, rector of St. Paul’s, Los Angeles. The mission was 
placed in charge of Mr. Thomas Widd, himself a deaf-mute, as 
lay-reader. he services were held in the Parish House and 
were kept up for seventeen years by Mr. Widd. Upon his death 
Mr. Norman V. Lewis, our expert deaf-mute printer, succeeded 
as lay-reader for over two years. But business engagements 
obliged him to give up the charge, and since then the mission 
has been dormant. Bis 

Tat three of the charter members of the Diocese elected to 
office at the Primary Convention have succeeded themselves to 
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the present, viz.: The Rev. A. G. L. Trew, D.D., as member 
and President of the Standing Committee; Mr. J. Bakewell 
Phillips, lay-member; and the Rev. Henderson Judd, Registrar. 
Others of the Standing Committee lacking one year of such suc- 
cession are J. E. Cowles, M.D., and Judge T. S. Winder: 

THAT, while we are at a loss for any special data of the first 
confirmation classes of the Mother Parish, interesting as such 
information would be, we are able to report that of the first class 
confirmed in the new Diocese by the Provisional Bishop and in 
St. John’s, Los Angeles, three are yet communicants of that 
parish— one is dead, one is active in another city parish, and one 
has been lost sight of. And further, that of the first class con- 
firmed by our own Bishop, in Holy Trinity, Covina, composed 
of two from Covina and two from St. Paul’s, Pomona, the whole 
four are yet on our communicants’ lists, though in other parishes 
of the Diocese. 


And last and not least, THAT up to May 1, 1911, the number 
of persons of all ages who had received the seal of their member- 
ship in the Holy Catholic Church within this territory during 
these forty-six years had reached the inspiring number of 9,890. 


The number of those who had renewed their baptismal vows 
in the presence of their Bishop and been welcomed to their 
higher place as communicants reached 8,718 during the sam 
period. 

The number of those who, as ‘‘man and wife,’’ had been 
blessed by the priesthood of the Church for the same period 
reached 4,882, and the number of those who had had the burial 
service read at their burial and their bodies committed to mother 
earth “‘in hope of a joyful resurrection of the last day’’ had 
numbered 7,493. 


Do not these matters represent in some marked degree the 
usefulness and blessing of the Church to this locality? 


Remember that we had the honor of the first Episcopal 
service and ‘ prophecy’’ on this coast, and within the bounds of - 
our present Diocese, the precursor and forerunner of what good 
things were in store for those who were to come after, and which 
have come in such wonderful ways and degrees. 
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‘Thou hast brought a vine out of Egypt; Thou hast cast 

out the heathen, and planted it. 

Thou preparest room before it, and didst cause it to take 
deep root, and it filled the land. : 

The hills were covered with the shadow of it, and the 
boughs thereof were like the goodly cedars. 

She sent out her boughs unto the Sea, and her branches 
unto the river.’’ 


And she is prepared to bestow still greater blessings upon 
the thousands and millions who shall seek their homes here, as 
the years come and go. 

Some facts are constantly repeating themselves and will 


continue to do so. God has blessed the work of our hands, for 
which truly we may be thankful and take courage. 
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We present, below, a list gathered from the Journals of the 
Diocese of California and Diocese of Los Angeles, of the parishes 
and missions in their alphabetical order of /ocation, ecclesiastical 
t2ttes, vears of admission and the priests who cared for them each 
year. 

We cannot go back of these first dates to tell who, if any 
others, priests, laymen or laywomen, had paved the way to 
organization as missions or parishes. Such earlier history, if 
any, must be left to some future historiographer. 

The Journals, however, tell us little of their beginnings— 
several individuals are credited, in the traditions and memories 
of some of the older members of the Church in the Diocese, with 
having had much to do in laying foundations. But we cannot 
go back of the published records in our epitome.
